Sewers  & Sewage. 

The  Sewage  from  the  main  part  of  the  District  is  disposed  of  by 
running  into  a settling  tank,  the  liquid  running  into  the  river  Keer 
which  is  a tidal  stream.  The  sludge  is  used  for  agricultural  purposes. 
Periodical  flushing  of  all  sewers  is  regularly  carried  out  by  means  of 
emptying  a ton  of  water  from  the  water-cart  through  a twelve-inch 
valve  down  the  manholes. 

Tlie  whole  of  the  built  up  area  in  the  Crag  Bank  District  is  now 
sewered.  The  seweraae  is  dealt  with  by  means  of  disposal  plants 
consi'iting  of  screening  chambers,  settling  tanks  and  filter  beds.

Water  Supply. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Carnfortli  Water  Company’s 
Reservoir,  situate  at  Wbitbets,  capacity  70,000,000  gallons. 

The  nature  of  the  gathering  ground  is  partly  of  a peaty  and  partly 
of  a sandstone  nature  and  therefore  is  good  for  domestic  purposes. 
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Owing  to  the  position  of  the  gathering  ground  the  water  is 
liable  to  animal  pollution. 

The  Water  Company  liave  provided  an  effective  and  modern 

chlorination  and  filtration  plant, 

✓ 

Samples  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  taken 
regularly.  The  Reports  have  been  consistantly  good. 

During  the  year  the  Water  Company  have  provided  a booster- 
plant  in  one  part  of  the  district.  ^ Therefore  the  pressure  is 
considerably  improved. 

In  addition  to  the  above  reservoir,  the  Water  Company  obtain  a 
supply  of  2,400,000  gallons  per  year,  from  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Mains.  The  outlying  farms  and  cottages  are  dependant  upon 
springs  and  wells.
